_ London, April 22.—There is chaos 
in the Liverpool cotton exchange to- 
day owing o the discovery of wide- 
spread frauds in bills of lading fr 
southern ports in the United Btatbs. 
The exact extent of the losses sustain. 
ed han not as yet been ascertained, 
but it is stated to aggregate $85,000,000, 

The cable paws freon New Orleans 
that Knight, Yaticey & Company. had 
failed and were short in Liverpool 
26,000 bales, in Havre 6,000 bales and. 
in Genoa 600 bales, fell upon. the 
exchange like an explosion of dyna- 
mite, In Liverpoo', twenty-six firms 
are believed to have been affected by 
this failure of the Alabama concern. 
None of the firma affected ere yet 
werd 
withheld for the present. 

To-morrow’s steamers, however, 
carry the agents of a score of big cat- 
ton concerns, who are going to Ameri- 
ca to investigate.

That is necessary as 2 ft 
step toward getting the Province fre 
from the enormous ‘burden of inter: st 
charges which the bargain wita the 
Company imposes upon it, and f +r al- 
lowing euch disposition to be made of 
the money in hand as will give the 
best resulta to the people who have to 
stand responsible for its return and 
for the payment of intereat upon it. 
While the Province is tied up to the 
Company it is thereby tied up to the 
interest charges which must be puid 
and which the Company seems to 
have no means of paying; and is at+o 
tied up to the project of paying ovt 
al) the money borrowed in return ‘or 
a railway to Fort McMurray. Were 
the Company bought out or kicked 
out, whichever may be their deserts, 
we would then be free to consder 
means for gétting rid of the burden 
of interest charges. for which we hot 
only stand liable, but which we still 
most assuredly heave to pay, end 
would also be free to consider whether 
the people whose credit has been u-ed 
to obtain the money. would not gt 
better results if it were used in the 
construction of railways somewhere 
elee than through a country whieh i 
not settled and ie not being settled, 
If the Alberta and Great Waterways 
Company were got out of the bargain, 
—perhaps it would be better to aay if 
the Province were got out of the iar: 
gain—there is every reason to s">- 
pose ‘that we could make an arrang + 
ment with a real railway company by 
which we would be relieved at once of 
the interest charges, or of the least 
likelihood of having to pay the inter 
ext charges, and by which also the 
money we have borrowed for railway 
purposss> could be put into railways 
where there are people to be served 
and who need and deserve to ‘be 
served. 
It would be fer ‘better, if a railway 
hes to be built to Fort McMurray 
and if $20,000 per mile has to be paid 
out for it, that the Alberta and Great 
Waterways Company should be bought 
out or got out in eome way and the 
project placed in the hande of a real 
railway company. True, it might 
eost money to get rid of the Alberta 
and Great Waterways Oompany, but 
it would ourely not cost as much to 
“get rid of them aa it will cost to stay 
with them, And if by getting rid of 
them we did no more than enab‘e 
| ourselves to turn the project over to a 
company with a railway system be 
}hind them and a etanding in the 
money markets of the world, we would 
ho immensely better off by doing 0. 
For by that means we would relieve 
ourselves absolutely of any chan of 
having to pay the interest charges on 
the road however large these might 
be. Nobody hes the slightest appre- 
hansion that the Province will ever be 
callad upon to pay a dollar interest 
or principal in reapect of railways 
built. by the C. N. BR, and G. T. P. 
with money borrowed on the bonds 
guaranteed by the Province. The 
whole railway eystems of the Canadian 
Northetn and the Grand Trunk Pa 
cifio atand between us and our liabil- 
lity to have to pay.

into a certainty that we would not 
have to pay; on that coum alone it 
would pay the Province ten times over 
to get rid of the, Alberta and Great 
Waterways Company at any reason- 
able cost and to transfer the project 
to some concern which has the visible 
means of supporting its undertakings. 

But this is not all that would be 
accomplished, For with the Com- 
pany eliminated, the Province would 
be the absolute master of the situa- 
tion and ‘could spend the $7,400,000 in 
such way as to produce the best re- 
sults to the people whose credit was 
used to borrow it and to the part of 
the Province which its investment was 
designed to benefit. With the Com- 
pany out of the way, every interest 
cutside that of the Province would b° 
removed, save that of the bond-hold- 
ers. And the interest of the bond- 
ere is simply in getting what is due 
them when it is due. What is done 
with the money lent to the Province 
ie no concern of theirs. The Company, 
—outside the Province—is the only 
party concerned in the railway to Fort 
McMurreg, and with the Company 
eliminated the Province would not be 
bouml to build the railway to Fort 
MoMurray. 

It ia not hard to find a piace where 
the $7,400,000 could be put into rail- 
ways with infinitely more considera- 
tion for the rights of the people whose 
credit was used to borrow it, and 
with infinitely better results for Ed- 
monton and Northern Alberta. To the 
northwest of Edmonton and to the 
northeast of Edmonton lie immense 
stretches of excellent country into 
which settlers have gone by the thou- 
sand and established themselves in 
advance of railway construction. 
Thousands of these settlers located 
where they did ‘ocate in expectation 
that the credit of the Province would 
be utilized to bring railway accom- 
medation to them. The position of the 
settlers in the more remote settlements 
both to the northwest and the north- 
east, is absolutely desperate. They are 
in many cases fifty, a hundred, and 
in some cases far more than a hun- 
dred miles from a railway. Without 
railway accommodation it is simply 
impossible for them to carry on farm- 
ing operationa successfully or satis- 
iactorily. With many of them the 
case stands simply thus: If railways 
are not provided without delay they 
must give up the fight. 

These are the parts of the country 
into which railways should be con- 
structed by the use of this $7,400,000. 
For by what rule of fairness can 80 
large an amount of money, raised on 
the public credit, be used to build a 
railway through an absolutely, ur- 
peopled stretch of country, while 
thousands of the people on whose 
credit it wae borrowed, are left to 
face the imposaible problem of mak- 
ing a homestead pay two or three days’ 
journey, or a week's journey, from a 
railway? Or what advantage could 
poseibly accrue to the Province at 
large, to Edmonton, or to the part o? 
the Province in which Edmonton is 
most concerned, from the construction 
of the road to Fort McMurray which 
could be compared at al? to the re- 
sulte of opening up by direct railway 
communication with this City these 
immense trecte to the northwest and 
northeast of the City? A railway to 
the Peace River country would be 
worth more to Edmonton in one year 
than a railway to Fort McMurray in 
ten years coutd be. A railway to the 
northeast through the settled coun- 
try toward Saddle Lake would mean 
more for the creation of business and 
the centralizing of business in Edmon. 
ton than the road to Fort McMurray 
could possibly mean if the whole suit- 
able country along the line were sect- 
tled up within a year drom the com 
peltion of the road. And beside giv: 
ing Edmonton and the business houses 
of Edmonton direct communication 
with these already settled and rapidly 
settling stretches of splendid country, 
such roads would bring relief to set- 
tlers who are fighting the hardest kind 
of « fight, many of whom undertook 
the fight on the promise of the Goy: 
ernment that their condition would 
be relieved as speedily aa posible. 


MONEY WANTED. 

The board of the City hospital find 
that it will cost $330,000 or thereabouts 
to erect the new building, instead of 
$150,000 at first counted on, The site 
cost $16,000, which will ‘bring the 
total up to nearly $250,000. Against 
this the board have the $50,000 granted 
by the City and the old hospital pro 
perty, valued at $36,008, with a loan 
Of $20,000. against it. This makes 4 
total of cash, end assets which can 
be turned into cash, of $65,000 or $70,- 
000. The board are according! ask- 
ing the City for another $175,000 to 
ward the cost of the building. Prac- 
tically this amounts to a request that 
the City provide the whole cost oj 
the building, leaving the site to be 
paid for by. the proceeds of the pre- 
sent property. In return, the board 
offer the council full charge of the hos- 
pital if they desire to take it over and 


the couneil may think proper, if they 
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prefer to have it operated hy an in- 


dependent body as at present. 

Tt may be taken that the building 
must be built, and that the cost will 
be about what the board estimate. 
That granted, the money must be 
forthcoming from somewhere. 
are two possible sources, It may be 
granted by the City, or raised by 
subscription. If raised by subserip- 
tion the whole burden would ih on 
the people living in the City, and 
probably on a comparatively small 
number oj these, If granted from the 
civic funds the amount would be lev- 


ied on the whole property in the City 
and the owner living outside the City 


would have to pay, his share. The 
board estimate that two-thirds of the 
propeity-owners do not live in the 
City. As compared to aubscriptions, 
therefore, a grant would have the ad- 
vantage of assessing the eum needed 
on 6,000 people instead of on 2,000, 
The 2,000 should not have much 
trouble in deciding which is the better 
way of getting the money.
